ogy  is  great;  but  it's  almost 
frightening  how  much  my 
classes  seem  to  depend  on  it," 
says  junior  Marguerite  Zinz. 
No  matter  what  your  perspec- 
tive, you  cannot  deny  that 
Westminster  students  will 
learn  valuable  skills  for  the  fu- 
ture by  understanding  the 
technology  of  today. 

Perhaps  the  most  ex- 
citing changes  this  semester 
are  academic.  As  part  of 
Westminster's  constant  mis- 
sion to  improve  itself,  major 
curriculum  changes  move  to- 
ward the  creation  of  an  intel- 
lectual community  among  fac- 
ulty and  students.  While  the 
unique  experiences  of  J-term 
will  be  missed,  several  other 
attention-grabbing  innova- 
tions will  be  offered  which 
combine  technology  and  co- 
operative learning  techniques 
to  teach  students  to  approach 
problems  from  several  per- 
spectives. 

Though  the  new  cur- 
riculum does  not  officially  be- 
gin until  next  fall,  several  pilot 
courses  are  being  offered  this 
year.  Inquiry,  an  updated  ver- 
sion of  Quest,  is  a  year-long 
course  combining  liberal  arts 
concerns  and  the  speech  and 
writing  requirements  that  will 
be  required  of  all  freshman 
starting  next  fall.  The  class  fo- 
cuses on  concepts  of  the  self 
and  family  in  our  society  and 
looks  to  a  variety  of  disciplines 
to  answer  questions  about 
human  nature.  Pilot  course 
professors  during  the  first  se- 
mester, Drs.  Nancy  Macky 
and  Fritz  Horn,  will  use  group 
discussion  and  extensive

Dr.  Ross  Wastvedt  of  the  En- 
glish department  is  teaching 
the  fall  semester  pilot  course 
on  evolution  with  biology  pro- 
fessor Dr.  Keen  Compher.  He 
feels  that  the  communication 
between  the  discipline  will 
benefit  professors  as  well  as 
students,  by  adding  an  inter- 
esting perception  to  the  sub- 
jects. In  general.  Dr.  Wastvedt 
is  "excited  about  the  student/ 
faculty  commonalities  encour- 
aged by  Inquiry  and  the  clus- 
ters and  [is]  confident  that  they 
will  be  successful." 

There  has  been  some 
shakeups  within  the  academic 
departments  over  the  sum- 
mer.

One  group  of  torty  students  and  their  advi- 
sors, Dr.  McTaggert  and  Dr.  Betsy  Ford  made 
memories  touring  the  great  cities  of  Greece, 
Italy,  and  Switzerland  this  January.  Their 
adventure  began  in  Greece,  where  the  group 
toured  Athens  and  Delphi,  viewing  sights  like 
the  Acropolis  and  the  Oracle  and  learning 
about  ancient  life  and  mythology.  They  then 
boarded  ship  for  a  two-day  cruise  on  the  Adriatic  Sea.  Upon 
arriving  in  Italy,  the  students  experienced  the  famous 
waterways  of  Venice,  touring  the  Piazza  San  Marco  and  a 
Venetian  glass  factory.  In  Florence  the  group 
saw  the  works  of  Michelangelo  and 
Brunelleschi  and  enjoyed  a  taste  of  the  Italian 
countryside  at  a  vineyard  outside  of  the  city. 
They  then  explored  the  ruins  of  Rome,  and 
were  blessed  by  the  Pope  at  the  Vatican  City. 
The  students  spent  the  last  few  days  of  their 
European  trip  in  Zermatt,  Switzerland. 
Another  group  of  22  students  along  with  Dean 
Mann  and  Dr.  Pitman  journeyed  to  England,  Wales,  and 
France  for  three  weeks.  The  group  studied  history  and 
architecture  as  they  followed  the  path  of  William  the 
Conquerer  studying  Norman  churches  and 
castles.

dor  to  study  ecology.  Drs.  Amanda  Castro 
and  Zachary  Zuwiyya  took  18  students  to 
Guatemala  to  study  culture  and  ethnic  di- 
versity. 

The  Cuba  class  began  with  one  week  of 
intense  on-campus  class  work,  and  then  embarked  on  its 
two-week  journey  that  started  in  the  capital  city  of 
Havana.  They  toured  various  museums,  schools,  and 
hospitals,  and  met  with  the  Federation  of 
Cuban  Women  to  discuss  the  changing 
roles  of  women  and  family.  They  also  at- 
tended a  party  thrown  by  the  Young  Com- 
munist League.  The  final  stop  on  the  trip 
was  the  Isle  of  Youth.  The  class  saw  the 
model  prison  where  Fidel  Castro  had  been  \ 
imprisoned,  and  they  toured  the  cell  where 
he  had  written  one  of  his  famous  works. 
The  Ecuador  class  had  met  throughout  the  first  semester  to 
prepare  for  their  first  week  of  in-class  work  and  three  weeks 
of  hands-on  study.

Fraternity  rush  is  far  les^rffmal  th^sorouf^  rush,  but 
;ss  exciting  tijj^il^rothers  of  eftTrTraternity  and 
ternities,  like  sororities, 
use  the  deferred  rush  system,  which  gives 
everyone  the  fall  and  January  terms  to  get 
acquainted  before  rush  formally  begins  in 
the  early  Spring. 

This  was  the  first  year  that  freshmen  were 
allowed  in  fraternity  houses  on  registered 
party  nights  during  the  fall  semester, 
thanks  to  the  new  security  regulations  adopted  by  the 
Interfraternity  Council.

Club  sports  offer  students 
unique  opportunities  to 
participate  in  less  tradi- 
tional sporting  events. 
However,  along  with  these 
unique  opportunities 
come  some  unique  chal- 
lenges. 

Westminster  is  one  of 
only  about  250  schools  in 
the  United  States  to  have 
an  intercollegiate  eques- 
trian team.  This  year's 
team  was  made  up  of 
twelve  students  with  a 
wide  range  of  abilities.  The 
team  competes  with  col- 
leges from  all  across  the 
state  and  in  Ohio  and  West 
Virginia  in  10  to  12  meets 
a  year.  Westminster  hosts 
two  of  these  -  one  in  the 
spring  and  one  in  the  fall. 
As  with  the  rugby  team  the 
students  are  responsible 
for  providing  their  own 
transportation  to  the 
shows  where  horses  are 
provided  by  the  host 
schools.  Once  the  students 
arrive  at  the  show  they 
draw  the  name  of  the 
horse  they  are  to  ride  that 
day.  Junior  Jackie  See  ex- 
plains that,  "even  though 
you  usually  compete 
against  all  the  same  people 
you  never  know  what 
horse  you  will  get.  That  is 
what  makes  it  a  chal- 
lenge." 

Coach  Mary  McKinley 
and  Assistant  Coach  Carol 
Baker  oversee  practices 
twice  a  week.  New  mem- 
bers of  the  team  are  evalu- 
ated by  the  coaches  and  if 
necessary  are  required  to 
take  the  Equestrian  gym 
class. 


Unlike  the  equestrian 
team,  the  rugby  team  does 
not  have  a  coach.  This 
places  extra  demands  on 
the  players  in  their  efforts 
to  organize  the  team.  Led 
this  year  by  Brad  Phillips, 
Jason  Mihalcin,  and  Mike 
Pitrusu,  the  team  must  set 
up  their  own  schedule  in 
the  spring  by  calling  par- 
ticipating schools  in  the 
area.  The  team  pays  dues 
to  the  Allegheny  Rugby 
Union  which  then  pro- 
vides officials. 

Although  the  team 
would  like  to  have  a  coach 
they  have,  over  the  past 
few  years,  been  able  to 
overcome  the  problem. 
Thanks  to  the  dedication 
and  patience  of  older 
players  the  skills  of  the 
game  have  been  passed  on 
to  each  new  group  of  play- 
ers. In  addition,  the  team 
holds  practice  games 
throughout  the  fall  to  get 
ready  for  the  spring  sea- 
son. These  fall  games  pro- 
vide a  real  challenge  for 
the  team  as  they  are 
played  against  the  Steel 
Valley  Men's  Club  from 
Boardman  Ohio  which  is 
one  of  the  top  10  teams  in 
the  nation. 

A  problem  that  many 
club  sports  teams  have  is 
with  recognition.  Accord- 
ing to  Jason  Mihalcin, 
"Some  people  didn't  even 
realize  there  was  a  [rugby] 
team."  Hopefully,  in  the 
years  to  come  more  stu- 
dents will  be  aware  of  our 
unique  club  sports  and 
make  an  effort  to  support 
them. 
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Westminster  students 
aren't  just  "students."

Lambda  Sigma  is  a  national  sophomore  honor  society 
whose  purpose  is  to  foster  leadership,  scholarship,  fellowship 
and  service.  After  successfully  completing  one  semester  of 
college  course  credits  eligible  freshmen  are  considered  for 
membership.  These  students  must  have  at  least  a  3.0  QPA  and 
have  shown  leadership  skills  in  other  activities  at  Westminster. 
This  selective  group  inducts  no  more  than  ten  percent  of  the 
freshman  class  each  year.
